THE FIGHT. 


The Facts of the Case Finally Dragged to 
Associated Press Leased-wire Service. 

KANSAS CITY, April 21—The As- 
sociated Press correspondent at Ar- 
kansas City, Kan., who was sent to 
Oklahoma, to secure the facts in. the 
alleged fight between the Deputy 
United States marshals and the so- 
called Dalton gang, has returned, and 
his report shows that the story of the 
whole killing was untrue, and the Dal- 
ton gang were at no time in the fight. 

The correspondent wires as follows: 
“The facts are that United States 
Officer Macley with a posse of six dep- 
uties fired into the house of two sym- 
of the Daltons, named Miller, 
hinking the Daltons were in the house. 
The Daltons were, however, some three 
miles away from Miller’s, at a ranch 
owned by Ed Dunn,:and when the fir-

who fired some eighty shots into the 
house and received in return four shots 
from the Winchesters of the occt- 
pants, wich consisted of the two Miller 
brothers, the wife of one of the broth- 
ers, a little girl and a German hired 
man. During the storm.early Wednes- 
day morning Mrs. Miller, in company 
with the hired man, went to the barn 
and saddled and bridled two horses, 
on which the Millers escaped.

Streets Alive With Color, Picturesque Cos- 
tumes and Plenty of Fun.

SAN DIEGO, April 21.—(Special Dis- 
patch.) With streets and buildings gay 
with the red, green and yellow colors 
and alive with throngs, the flesta was 
opened this afternoon on the Coronado 
peninsula with a round of sports that 
had a distinct and unmistakable Span- 
ish flavor. There was no attempt at 
a street parade or gorgeously decor- 
ated floats, but the pastimes incident 
to a Spanish fiesta were duly pro- 
grammed and entered upon with the 
dash and spirit of those who were na- 
five to the soil long ere California be- 
came the bloomful portion of the re- 
public that it now is. : 

The street-car lines were taxed after 
the luncheon hour to carry the crowds 
to the docks, and the ferry-boats kept 
the waters of the beautiful bay churned 
into foam with their frequent and 
speedy trips across from the main land. 
The junketing statesmen from Los 
Angeles were given a special double- 
decker electric car to take them to the 
water’s ‘brink, and the gorgeous yel- 
low badges, edged with bullion, with 
which they had been adorned in the 
forenoon at Oceanside, were passports 
to everything in sight. 

When the party reached the grand- 
stand at the Coronado racecourse and 
bull-pen, where next week there will 
be bullfights and Indian war dances, 
the sports were already in progress, 
and the picturesque riders in Spanish 
costumes were caracoling up and down 
and round about to the musfc of rat- 
tling curbs and jinghing spurs, as only 
this race of bern horsemen know how 
to do it.

SAN DIEGO (Cal.,) April 21.—The 
Spanish Fiesta opened at Coronado to- 
day, a large crowd being present. Don 
Marco Forster, major domo of the 
fiesta, aided by Don Tomas Alvarado 
of Monserrate and Don Francisco Pico 
of San Jacinto, directed the progress of 
the games. All were gorgeously at- 
tired in Mexican style. They were ac- 
companied by a.score of vaqueros In 
costumes of the Spanish style, with 
a saddle-cloths and serapes flow- 


i 
The games consisted of the lassoing 
of cattle, thrawing them by means of 
, bronco-breaking and races of 
kinds. 
The first\event was the lassoing of 
wild steers, fresh from the ranches of 
fornia. At the word a 
dozen horsemen, all gaily dressed in 
old Spanish \costumés, with braided 
trousers, embroidered jackets and mon- 
strous sombreros and carried by 
blooded horses caparisoned with splen- 
did montaduras, dashed out from the 
inclosure and waited for the cattle. 
The vaqueros and cowboys had been 
rounding up the cattle and _ steers, 
which, long-horned and lithe, were 
turned into the racecourse. With a 
yell and a volley of vivas the mounted 
men swung their riatas and dashed 
‘toward the flying cattle. Even. the 
masters of ceremonies joined in the 
spirit and the animals were rapidly 
thrown, tied and left upon the track, 
while others were turned loose and the 
fun renewed with redoubled energy. 
Don Pico was thrown, two steers bear- 
ing down upon his horse, which, in 
the collision, turned a complete somer- 
sault.. No one was hurt in the melee. 
| Roberto Machado of this county won 
the first honors, roping and tying his 
steer in 34 seconds. Ambrosia Valen- 
zuela, one of the best-known vaqueros 
in ‘the county, won the second prize. 

Bronco-breaking was even more ex- 
citing, Valenzuela taking the first prize 
and Damion Rios the second. 

The three-eighths of a mile dash was 
won in 0:41 by Charles Hardy of 
this city, Rios second, Valenzuela third. 
Tomas Tames fourth and Clem Ed- 
wards of Campo fifth. 

The donkey race was over a courgt 
of 100 yards. No time was taken by 
Edwards, who won amid much ap- 
plause. The riders rode facing the 
tails of their mounts. . 

The Indians from the pueblos of 
New Mexico have arrived and were 
installed at the Hotel del Coronado. 
This is their first visit on the borders 
of the ocean, and, in fact, their first 
departure from the Indian republic, 
of which they are a ‘ Their 
amazement at the sight of the great 
sea and the wonders of civilization is 
striking.

WASHINGTON, April 21.—It was 
generally understood, when Senator 
Morgan reported the Nicaragua Canal 
Bill that it did not wholly meet the 
approval of all the members of the 
committee, especially Senator Davis of 
Minnesota. Senator Davis has not put 
his objections in the form of a re- 
‘port, and will not do so, but will prob- 
ably make a speech against the bill, 
if it is ever called up. When the tariff 
is out of the way an effort will be 
made to bring up the Nicaragua Dill.

‘“‘Whereas, this committee has been 
treated and called together in the in- 
terest of pure politics by the citizens 
of Los Angeles county in mass-meet- 
ing assembled, regardless of, political 
affiliations, and has had assigned te it, 
by its creators the duty of evolving a 


be conducted fairly and equitably and 
to request the city afid county central 
committees of all political parties of 
this county to adopt the same and 
adhere to it in their primary elections; 
therefore be it : 

“Resolved, that we fully indorse and 
meree with the sentiment of the reso- 
jutions adopted at the mass-meeting 
on March 24, and that in our opinion 
party politics may ,best be purified by 
the adoption of the following plan and 
that we hereby request the Republican, 
Democratic, Populist and Prohibition 
and all other political parties of Los 
Angeles county to conduct their pri- 
county, on the plan as_herein- 

The plan in detail is as follows: — 

‘Section 1. Each and every political 
party shall use a list of its members 
for all voting purposes and no person 
shall be allowed to take part in or 
vote at any caucus or primary elec-

Such podlling-place shall be easily ac- 
cessible to all citizens, and shall be 
kept open during the hours which shall 
be agreed upon for holding the primary 
election and until the votes are counted 
and the result announced. 
“Upon a voter’s approaching the polls 
and expressing a desire to cast a bal- 
lot, he shall give his name, number on 
the Great Register, residence, etc., in 
the same manner as at a general elec- 
tion. The Great Register clerks shall 
thereupon examine the Great Register 
and if it is there shown that he is en- 
titled to a vote in that precinct, the 
voter shall name the political party in 
whose primaries he desires to particr- 
pate and shall then be at liberty to 
east his ballot in the ballot-box of the 
party which he has designated. No 
pergon shall be allowed to vote in the 
primary election of any political party 
who is not on the Great Register of Los

“This problem of primary elections is 
overshadowed by the one wnicn the

namely, how to obtain an honest and 


efficient administration of the laws 


and as great a degree of economy as 
is consistent with efficiency. 
“There should be no ornamental figure 


chief deputy doing the work, but active 
working heads of the different depart- 
ments, so situated that they need give 
no thought to the amount of influence 
whi any one possessed, or its effect 
upon ‘their future. Guided wholly by 
the law and administering it impar- 
tially to all. These objects can never be 
attained, so long as every official 
whether elected or appointed depends 
upon the influence for his. positon. The 


| only cure for it is to take every de- 


partment except Mayor and Common 
Council of cities, supervisors of coun- 
ties and Governor and legislators of 
the State out of politics entirely. Let 
all merely clerical positions, and pos 
tions requiring skill of a certain kin 
be filled by passage through the ex- 
amination room of a non-partisan civil 
service commission, appointments to 
be for life or during good behavior. 
Make merit and not political pull the 
criterion. When a vacancy occurs at 
the head of any department, appoint 
the man for that department having 
made the best record, to take the head. 
This would stimulate ali to do their 
best. Under such an arrangement the 
large salaries which are now paid, 


‘could be cut in two and the positions 


would be filled just as creditably. We 
would have trained policemen, trained 
firemen, trained deputy sheriffs, trained 
men in every department and if they 
knew they could hold -their positions 
as long as they benaved themselves 
and would not be forced to pay big 
political assessments, they would will- 
ingly work for considerable less salary. 

“Another result which would natur- 
ally follow, is the few candidates to be 
voted for would be unable to raise a. 
big corruption fund, even if they were 
so disposed.

tion,.but instead we find the primaries 
themselves run by the party and the 
party run by the machine, making it 
but natural that the product of the 
machine should care more for the party 
managers than for the public welfare. 
Such a system permits our affairs to 
be conducted by dishonest, incompetent, 
unscrupulous, scheming men, who for 


their personal benefit, keep our laws,- 


of whatsoever nature, in a constant 
state of upheaval. Hence we have no 
settled’ policy in our city, county, State 
or national affairs and our most vital 
interests are subject to attack and al- 
teration almost continually. 

“That is why our public expenses in- 
crease, business suffers, and our taxes 
multiply; that is why criminals are not 
punished and monopolies remain un- 
controlled; that is how speculators suc- 
cessfully inspire attacks on our great 
corporations and our financial institu- 
tions are systematically harrassed for 
revenue only. Our financial and com- 
mercial systems are too numerous to 
be eternally open to radical legislation, 
and our quasi-public corporations 
should be.informed where private in- 
terest ceases and the people’s rights be- 
gin. But until these changes are made 
it will be profitable to be a politician 
and political positions will be fought 


or. 

“On that account, I do not look for 
purity in a primary conducted by a 
party, nor do TI expect the greatest 
integrity and independence in a party- 
produced official. I think that the 
‘country is tired of ‘cuckoos,’ and that 
the peop:e now want men in office who 
will serve the peopte and not the 
bosses, and I believe that such men 
cannot be evolved by the caucusrand 
convention. 

‘Ags a primary implies an election, 
it should be conducted as sacredly as 
an election, and my plan proceeds ac- 
cordingly.__I suggest that on the first 
Tuesday in- September of the election 
year, the regular polling places be 
opened in the regular manner, and in 
charge of the regular officers, provided 
with official ballots, bearing only the 
names of the offices to be filled. Each 
voter, as on election day, should. be 
properly identified, then be furnished 
with one ballot, on which he ‘should 
write opposite the name of each office 
to be filled the name of the man he 
wants to fill it, after ‘which it should 
be placed in the ballot box and counted 
in the customary way. The four high- 
est candidates for an office should then 
be declared the official nominees for 
that office, and only such names be 
printed on the official ballot, which 
should be used on the Australian plan 
the following November, at the final 
election. 

nominees would thus have two 
months in which to make their cam- 
paign, and the victors would truly be 


“the choice of the people and to the peo- 


ple alone would owe allegiance. This 
system would greatly curtail the pe- 
riod of agitation, now so vexatious. 
It disposes alike with the packed cau- 
cus and slated convention. It oblit- 
erates party lines and avoids the bit- 
terness which the continually arraying 
large bodies of men against each other, 
surely engenders, and which may some 
day ‘become/so serious as to threaten 
our institwtions. 
*But\ above all things, it relegates 
the political boss to the obscurity from) 
which he sprang; it recognizes talent 


and honesty and inspires fidelity and 


independence; blessings enough, surely, 
to warrant its adoption. . 

“A hill providing something of this 
kind is. noav before the Massachusetts 
Legislature, but it proposes separate 
days for -each party’s caucus, instead 
of a general day for all the people, as 
in my plan. Another blessing to be 
sought after, I think, !s to have fewer 
elective offices, and longer terms for 
the men we do elect.’ 

MR. O’BRIEN’S PLAN.

parties do not consent to its adoption, 
then the Legislature should be re- 
quested to make it a law, with the 
proper details in behalf of a fair elec- 
on. 

“At least thirty days before a State 
or county election is held, or twenty 
days before a city convention, all per- 
sons desirous of becoming delegates 
thereto, of either of the political parties, 
should apply to the County or City 
Clerk, as the case may be, and on a 
register kept for that purpose, signify 
his wishes as to which convention he 


desires to become a delegate. This reg-’ 


ister should close, say five days after 
the above dates and during said five 
days, all persons who have changed 
their address as given on the last 
Great Register, should so notify the 
clerk. At the expilration of said five 
days the clerk should have printed (on 
the plan of the ‘Australian ballot) dor 
the several districts a sufficient num- 
ber of ballots and under the heading of 
the several political parties, print the 
names of the would-be delegates as 
requested all on the ballot. At the 
head of this ballot there should be a 
blank strip, say 1 and 1% inches wide 
and so marked off by a perforated line, 
upon which is room for the voter to 
write his name, and upon which the 


clerk shall put the -number of 
the vote and mail to the 
voter such ballot.and his number 


as taken from the Great Register, also 
enclosing a:stamp and printed envelope, 
in which the voter shall remail the bal- 
lot to, the clerk and the mail carrier 
place them all in a locked box, in 
said clerk’s office where they should 
remain until the day named in the 
‘call for counting the same, at which 
time, said box should be opened by 
the clerk, in the presence of the can- 
didates as delegates, or their friends, 
and as such ballots.are taken from the 
mail box in the folded shape with the 
name of the voter on the outside, it 
should fe compared with the register 
and if correct, tear off this name and 
number and place the ballot in an- 
other box and so, continue until all 
the ballots are checked off, after which 
the ballots should be counted and the 
registered number in the call. getting 
the highest number of votes from the 
party which he wished to represent 
should be declared elected as delegates 
to such convention. . 

“This extra expense entailed u the 
clerk could elther be borne the dele- 

tes pro rata, or by the candfdates be- 
ore nominations or by the county or 
city, as the election may be. If, paid 
by the delegates it might insure a bet- 
ter class, and yet there is equity in 
payment of the same by the candi- 
dates.’’

here, while on the Los Angeles business 
in addition* to the full passage money 
received from the ticket purchaser the 
road will ‘be compelled to pay $2.49 
costs additional to the Southern Pacific 
and on all tickets to San Diego $7.49. 
As the San Francisco Call of the 20th. 
says, it should be understood that no 
tickets to California can be bought at 
Omaha, Kansas’'City or other Missouri 
River points at the basic rate of $16.10 
above mentioned. That is the rate 
which, ‘tn’ the sale of emigrant tickets 
at New York, is added to the rate from 
that point to the Missouri River. Thus 
the all-rail rate to the river has been 
and remains $28:25. Adding the $16.10 
makes the new: emigrant rate of $39.35 
from New York to California terminals. 
The through rate from New York has 
been $58.25. But no tickets to Califor- 
nia can be had at Kansas City or 
Omaha for less than $35, which is the 
second-class rate.

The Japanese 
go wild whenever there is a fire in 
their neighborhood. They turn out en 
masse, each carrying a paper lantern, 
upon which is painted the name of his 
house or hig business place, and rush 
toward. it. They have lanterns hung 
up in their houses ready to-run out 
with them to fires, and it is a matter 
of etiquette if you have a friend in the 
neighborhood of the conflagration to 
call and leave your card, and tell him 
that you came to help him, thinking 


the house which was burning was his, 


and to leave your card with congratula- 
tions that he escaped. The firemen 
themselves. carry lanterns, and they 
yell as they run. Each fire company 
has a leader who carries a lantern fas- 
tehed to the top of a long pole and 
ornamented with streamers of paper.

In Japan it is impossible for one to 
defraud as to a matter of life and 
death. The system of registration of 
births and deaths is perfect, and the 
Czar of Russia has not a better method 
of keeping track of his-subjects than 
has the Mikado. There are thirty 
thousand policemen in the empire, and 
no end of detectives. The secret service 
of Japan is said to be the most perfect 
in the world, and though this land has 
the shrewdest of criminals, there is 


unpunished. Every man and woman 
in Japan must have a passport, and 
this is the case with foreigners as well 
as with the Japanese. In changing 
his residence thé police call upon a man 
as soon as he has settled, and demand 
to know all about him. They do not 
take his own statement, but write to 
the city from which he says he came, 
and if his story is not a true one he is 
‘arrested. He dare not leave Japan 
without the permission of the govern- 
ment, and it is almost impossible now 
for a Japanese woman to get away 
from Japan without she can prove that 
she is going into some legitimate em- 
ployment abroad, and that her asso- 
ciations there are to be good.

In the compound eye of an insect, 
says Dr. D. J. Stoney, the amount of de 
tail visible is limited by the spacing of 
the lenses and by the aperture of each 
lens. Predatory insects, as dragon- 
flies, which have the largest number 
of lenses, require that objects should 
be placed at least a degree apart te

j only one minute. Moths, bees, fites, etc., 


which have not so many lenses,. can- 
not distinguish objects that are less 
than two degrees apart, so that they 
cannot see details on theirown anten- 
nae, close as they are. So well as we can 
from the distance from which we view 
them. No movement of the eye is pos- 
sible, as with us, to take in succes- 
sively different fields of vision; but 
insects seem to be able to see distinctly 
throughout the whole of their fleld of 
vision, which is impossible for us. 
The different parts of the compound 
eye may be focused separately, so that 
a wasp, 
table, can see (with as much distinct- 
ness as he can see anything) all the 
objects on the table at once, no matter 
how their distances may differ.

For instance, 
hay, which could have been purchased 
a few months ago at $5 a ton baled, is 
now worth three times that amount, 
while barley, which, at the opening of 
the year was difficult

fore the end of the year. Another 
ranch of the farming industry which 
promises to bring in a large amount of 
money this year is the raising of sugar 
beets. The factory at Chino has 
largely increased its capacity, and in 
addition to the product of the Chino 
ranch will this season utilize the crop 
from several thousand acres in Orange 
county. Mr. Gird estimates the proba- 
ble cash value of the sugar-beet crop 
on the Chino ranch alone this coming 
geason at $275,000.

At the best it is but a 
‘covert threat made by these men to 
the national legislators, in order to force 
them to do what they are not at pres- 
ent prepared or willing to rao. it 
in effect, a threat of physical violence— 
an implied if not an actual threat—and 
can be interpreted in no other man- 
ner. If every other class of people 
should make demands upon Congress 
to exact legislation in their particular 
interest—each interest opposed to the 
other—the result would soon be the 
Mexicanization of the government. 

There is no question but that Con- 
gress has been dilatory and that it 
might have enacted legislation which 
would do-much to improve the condi- 
tion of affairs throughout the country. 
Does it, however, follow that because 
such is the case it is necéssary, or 
wise, or prudent, for large bodies of 
destitute men to march to the national 
capital from all parts of the coun- 
try? We ask again, what do they ex- 
pect to accomplish after they get there? 
Apart from the implied threat of vio- 
lence above referred to, their wishes 
could be equally well or better pre- 
sented. in petitions. If Congress should 
enact legislation—however desirable 
such legislation may be—under the 
coercive influence of such an assem- 
blage, it would be one of the worst 
things that ever happened to this coun- 
try. It would be a precedent which 
would bring a long array of evils in 
its train; which might, indeed, be ex- 
pected to lead before many years to 
revolution and chaos. If it is once 
established that Congress’ may be 
forced to enact? legislation. by the as- 
who is to foresee the end of such an 
extraordinary. condition of affairs? 
Every crank who gets up some theory 
for the reform of society would then 
of course, as'soon as Congress did not 
hasten to legislate on the subject, col- 
lect an army of sympathizers and 
march to Washington. 

Meantime, we would again ask the 
leaders and upholders of this move- 
ment what it expects to accomplish at 
Washington, apart from coercing Con- 
gress, and whether they expect that 
Congress will be so easily. coerced. 
Congress cannot yield to a mob with- 
out violating its duty to the Constitu- 
tion and the country. The: Industrial 
Army cannot say with truth, ‘“‘We are 
the people.”” The land is not to be 
given over to’anarchy yet. 


DE VELOP THE COUNTRY. 


In commenting upon the causes which 
have led to the growth of cities in this 
country, one of the first and most strik- 
ing facts which becomes apparent is 
that cities, with few and unimportant 
exceptions, grow with a rapidity or 
otherwise that is in exact accordance 
with the development of their surround- 
‘ing territory. It is true that a city 
may take a sudden start, acquire rapid 
growth, and become a place of much 
importance, all within a few years, 
and without any visible means of sup- 
port that would warrant such growth. 
In such cases, however, it will be found 
that the growth is spasmodic and tem- 
porary. There comes a point when the 


the city does not recover for a great 
many years, if it does at all. 
Recognizing this important fact, let 
see if we cannot apply itto this city. 
In 1880 the population of Los Angeles 
city was, in round figures, 11,000. The 
poulation of the county was, in round 
figures, 38,000. That is to say, the city 
contained one-third of the total popu- 
lation of the county, In 1890 the pro- 
portion has changed considerably. The 
city then contained 50,000 people out of 
100,000 in the county, or one-half. This 
showed that, while the growth of Los 
Angeles during the ten years between 
1880 and 1890—and especially during 
the last five years of that decade—had 
been wonderful, it had not been alto- 
gether healthy. The city had increased 
its population faster in proportion than 
the tributary region upon which it de- 
pends mainly for support. The natura} 
consequence was that Los Angeles had 


were in the same position as some 
other cities that had made _ rapid 
growth—without any surroundings that 
specially warrant that growth—such 
rest would have been long, and, perhaps, 
permanent. Such, however, is far from 
being the case, Los Angeles has a 
tributary region, such as few other cit- 
ies in the United States can boast of. 
It is doubtful whether there is another 
city in this country, the surrounding 
| region of which, for a radius of twenty 
miles, can support so dense a poula-

Then, again, take that section of the 
city which is traversed by the Southern 
Pacific Raihway—the route by which 
thousands of newcomers reach Los 
Angeles. Here, almost before the city 
limits are crossed, one gets into a re- 
gion of bare, roliing hills, without a 
tree to relieve the monotony, and only 
inhabited »by bands of sheep. To a

IMMIGRATION AT A STANDSTILL. 


Dr. Joseph H. Senner, the United 
States Commissioner of Immigration, 
makes the startling announcement in 
the April North American Review 
that immigration has practically come 
to a standstill. This statement he 
bases on the judgment that the number 
of emigrants from America to Europe 
is now abnormally large and that the 
number of immigrants is now abnor- 
mally small. He insists that a large 
proportion of those who are now com- 
ing to America, who have been coming 
during the last few months, are rela- 
tives of those already here, often mem- 
bers of the same family. The pros- 
pects for immigration, Dr. Senner 
says, are the poorest of any year since 
the low ebb of 1856, the traffic in pre- 
paid tickets, which, for many years 
has represented fully 50 per cent. of all 
‘the gales of the emigrant ships, having 
been entirely wiped out. “Our foreign 
born residents,’ the Commissioner Says, 
“are themselves too deeply engaged in 
the hardest struggle for life ito spare’ 
money to prepay the passage of their 
European relatives or friends to this 
country.” Letters which go to Europe 
from America are no longer full of 
brag. Each one of those who go back 
to their Europeen home and announc: 
their failure in America counteract 
the most zealous efforts of a dozen or 
more steamship emigrant agents. They 
tell a tale of woe and paint a picture 
which the agents can neither success- 
fully contradict nor hide. To make 
matters plainer Dr. Senner presents a 
table of immigration figures in New 
York for October, November, Decem- 
ber, January and February for three 
years, omitting the period of 1892-93 be- 
cause of the cholera scare that existed 
then the ' 


consequent en- 
forced stoppage of immigration. 
The immigration of the _ 1892-93 
period, however, the Commissioner 
says, exceeded that of last year 
by 2777. Following is the table:

(4.} Diligence, Though all other re- 
sources are pdssessed in their most per- 
fect development, if the person is not 
diligent. does not exert his energy con-

re and render them of no economic 
value. 
- (6.) Judgment. Energy ‘must not 


only be honestly and intelligently ap- 
plied, it must be directed by a sound 
judgment. If it is not, the greater 
the energy with which prcductive re- 
sources are used, the greater will be 
the loss caused by their use. Time, 
materials, capital, are all lost through 
ill-judged actions, Mistakes are the 
greatest burdens of industry. Jug- 
ment is the executive faculty under 
direction of which, if wise, all resources 
are so utilized as to realize the highest 
possible good. If judgment is not 


correspondingly curtailed, or worse still, 
rendered valueless. 

(6.) Power to save. If nothing is saved 
from the products of labor, or if the 
laborer is not allowed to own the sur- 
plus he creates, he cannot make a per- 
sonal economic — Private property 
is the joint product cf labor and sav- 
ing. Its individual ownership is con- 
firmed by the consent of society in 
recognition of the just principle that a 
creator is the rightful owner of that 

(7.) Time. Life is measured by time; 
therefore life-time is a limited resource. 
It mits all other resources as in life- 
time only is there an opportunity to 
labor and save. success with 
which the resource is used determines 
the success of life. 3 

These are the resources of a person 
perfectly sound physically, morally and 
mentally. Any degradation of these 
resources by physical, moral or mental 
disease is an abridgement of the re- 
sources 80 affected and by so much de- 
stroys the ability of a person to sup- 
port himsclf or to make an economic 
gain and thereby to grow richer by the 
use of his own resources. The degra- 
dation of any one of these resources 
tends to make any person a charge 
upon society. 

A STANDARD BY WHICH TO DETECT 
BCONOMIC FALLACIES, 

In order to demonstrate a fallacy 
we must agree wpon a standard by 
which to test the merits of all theo- 
ries and statements. For such a stand- 
ard I take: The duty of a person to 
himself to use his own resources to the 
best advantage; to be the best of 
which he is capab‘e. 

The resources of the poorest member 
of society are then, or may be by his 
own choice: 

First—Power to work,’ 

Second—Honesty. | 

Third—Intelligence. 

Fourth—Diligence. 

Fifth—Judgment. 


Seventh—Time. 

By the energetic use of these re- 
sources he will produce good character 
and property. The product’ of “life is 
character. The product of labor is 
property. If life is eternal, so is char- 
acter. Labor is perishable, so is prop- 
erty. Every feature of the natural 
economic law of labor and property 
that tends to make a man an economic 
factor of the highest value of which 
he is capable, ts necessary to enable 
him to develop the best character of 
which he is capable. Moral law is 
the foundation of economic law. Hco- 
nomic law completes moral law. Qne 
cannot be rightly observed while the 
other is being violated. In the final 
analysis, no man can be a gainer by 
acts of injustice. to himself or others. 
By such acts he trades in unequal ex- 
change immortal character for 
able property.
